praRice upon the Bodies Polirick of great Brittatn and | 
{reland , making it (as the evill one) cheir main work to 
propagate the ſince of their rebellion unto orhers, other- 
wiſewell affeQed loyal & faithful ro their King & Coun-+ 
try:and their poyſonous pills are guiided with che pretence 
of piety, the publick peace, and ſafery of the people ; 
whereas ſad experience too truly ſhews, nothing is pro- 
duced, bur 9ppreſſion and ſlavery, confuſion and calamity 
both in Church and State to the three Nations; a flouriſh- 
ing glorious Commonweald is pretended and promiſed, 
whileſt a common woe and miſery, isthe ſol: fruit we find 
of rheſegolden promiſes. And the principall defigne of 
the contrivers hereof, being ro make rhemſelyes Maſters - 
of choſe, that deſerve betrer ſervants then chemfelves, 
to continue an unlimited command and domination 
over the Nations, exerciſe an arbitrary power over the 
peoplegforcing rhem by an Army (which the people muſt 
alſo maintain) toſubmitto their inſupporable oppreſſive 
raxes and impoſitions ; aſſuming torhemſelves, the diſpo- 
ſition of all rhe wealth andcreaſure,places of profic,truſt 
and honour inthethree Kingdomes,yea arrogatin ga power 
over the liver, liberries, and eſtares of hy Readers pec- 
ple thereof. 

By chiscime, I hope ris cleer day, even their eyes whoſe 
unwillingneſfe co believe it, made rhem as blind as Barte- 
mew, are now Open and awake ; to ſee how ſadly a ſerled 
happy Government is fubverred our lawfull libercies in- 
fringed, our fundamentall laws contemned and everred, 
and freemen made vaſſals co vileuſurpers,fo that we may 
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cake upthat {ad lamentation with Jeremraeh, Lam.g.c,o, 
rF2,14,15,16. Ournecks are under perſecution : weare 
wrary and have no reſt : Servants have ruled over us,none 
would deliver us out of their hand:. The Princes are 
hanged up by their hands:the faces of the Elders were toc 
bad in honour. The Elders ceaſed from the gare z there is 
no law nor form of Governmenc, the joy of our heait is 

one,ourd ance is turned iontomourning.The Crown of our 
Peel is fallen, woe now unto us, that we have ſinned, ver. 
12,14,15,16. Our Idolatry of a preretided Parliament 
and rebellion againſt our King, hath brought this woe up- 
on us whiles we waited for our vain help, our eyes fail for 
in our waiting, we looked for a people that could noc fave. 
us, Sam.4.17. There the Propher ſets forth a two-fold 
cauſe of 1ſreels deſtruRion, their cruelty and their vaine 
confidence in anarm of fleſh, which is curſed. Fer.r7.5- 
Curſed be the man that trufteth inman, and maketh fleſh his 
arm, and [(a.31.1,3. Foe unto them that "2 upon their 
horſes and truſt in borſemen : the help, and the helped ſhall 
fall and faile together, 

The Breath of our Nofſtrels, the aunointed of the 
Lord was taken intheir ners, of whom we ſaid under his 
ſhadow,we ſhall be preferved,our good King Joſiab is ſhin 
by them ver. 20. doth not the Prophet Tpeak of our times 
rhink.yee 2 Iam ſure tis aperfe& paralell of our preſent 
condition. And nor unlike co rhis, is that of rhe Propher 
Iſaiah, where a Chaos like confufion is deſcribed. The 
Nobles thereof fhall call ro the Kingdome, and there 
ſhall benone none, and all the Princes thereof ſhall be as 
nothing, 7/4.3 4.12. &c. Incimating that there ſhall be 
neither order, nor policy,nor ſtate, nor Commonweale, a 
fad preſage or any placeqr people : yet this hath beenthe 
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portion of theſe Nationsfor almoſt iwwenty yeats laſt paſt. 
Godby his Propher Zachariab ſharply chargeth 1/rae/, 
as juſtly he may Exglard, wirh great ingratitude, which 
would not beruled by his moſt beautifull order of Go- 
vernment, 110r continue in the bands of brotherly unity ; 
and rherefore he breaketh the two ſtaves of beauty and 
bands; the beauty of orderly Government,& bands of uni- 
ty,Zech.1x.Notunlikethat judgemenc denounced againſt 
Iſratl, forthe wilde Grapes ;. Lwill cake away the hedge 
and fence from the vineyard, 1ſ#.5 +4.5 fc. So the Foxes 
of the Wood and the Bores of the Forreſt may devour & 
deſtroy. Soherethe Lord menacerth them with mercileſs 
deftruQive Governors, who ſhould conſume them with- 
out anyremorſe, thinking they did no evil. They that-poſ- 
ſeſſe them ſlay them,and fin nor * and they rhar fell them 
ſay, bleſſed be rhe Lord for Lam. rich-:, Zech. t 1. 5. &c. 
Their own ſheephards ſparechem not © A juſt judgmenr, 
upon them char ſpared nor their milde and gentle Ruler, 
\ therefore opprefiing Hypocrires are {et over them; who 
havethe name of Godin their mouths, but in their doings 
deny God ; attributing their gaiaro Gods blefing,which 
cometh of che ſpoileof their brethren: and for thoſe and 
ſuch like accounrs have daies ſet apart for publick thahks- 

ing. | 
, The Children of -1ſrael (faith the Prophet . Hoſes) 
ſhall remain many daies withcuta XK 7 NG, andwith- 
out a Prince, aud wichout an Offering, and without an 
Ephod, and wirhour Teraphirm, &c. Hoſea 3. 4 figni- 
fying rhat chey ſhould have neither Religion nor Policy, 
Ecclefiaſticall nor Civill Government, and their Idolls 
wherein rhey truſted ſhould bedeſtroyed, . as themargent 
renders it. Hath nor this propheſy had full accompliſh- 
| ment 
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ment in Ezglazd 2 hath nor that Beautifull and flouriſh: 
ing Government both in Church and Stare ſerled, and 
famous chroughour Chriſtendome, been not for many 
daies onely, but many years broken and interrupred 2 and 
the Idolized Parliament che cauſe thereof, and many o- 
ther dolefull breaches inthe Nations, often alſo diffolved, 
and now rorally determined, and i1famouſly branded 
with an odious name of unſavoury reproach ?-and their 
pillars of power, their arm of fleſh ſhrunk up, and like 
Jeroboams hand withered, moſt of their principall Offi- 
cers Caſhier'd, &c. who ſeech not the han of God here- 
in £ none but 4:zgit*4 de: harh done this. 

The Prophet proceeds in the next verſe to preſcribe a 
cure for this confuſion, verſ. 5. Afterward ſhall the 
Children of 1ſrael returne, convert, and ſeek the Lord 
their God, and David their King, and (hall feare rhe 
Lord, and his Goodnefle in latter daies. The accompliſh- 
ment hereof is at hand, The Lord bath touched che hearts 
of the People, and now after they have taſted che bitter 
fruic ariſing and growing from rhe root of Rebellion, 
which bearerh nought but the wormwood of woe & wretch- 
edneſs, and the gall of grief and oppreſhon, they feel and 
find the want of their gracious K IN G, and of an hap- 
py Government under him, and reſolve to returne from 
Rebellion, and call homerheir baniſhed, and reſtoretheir 
lawfull K1NG CHARLES, the moſt renonned 
Prince in Chriſtendom ro his righcfull Throne and Do- 
miniOn. | 

The fame Prophet proceeds, c4p. 10. to ſhew how the 
grear diſpoſer, in whoſe hands are the hearts of both Kg 
& People,hathchanged che Subjects hearts;Tothar in ſtead

cantation of their rebellion; their heart is divided,and now 
arethey found faulry : for now they ſhall ſay we have ao 
King : becauſe we feared not rhe Lord:isnotour condition 
correſpondent to /ſ7els in that reſpeRt > may we nor ſay. 
truly, that the wavr of the fear of God hath been the cauſe 
we have ſo long wanted our Kimgbehold faith the Lord the 
voice of the cryof the people z is nor the Lord in Z 102, Jer, 
$.19.in Englard?Is norher K:ng inher? why have they pro» 
voked me co anger ? intimating that, as anargument of his 
diſpleaſure, harh nor the Government been roſgd ahd rum- 
bled from hand co hand, and none ſtands, ſtill remaines un- 
ſerled > Hath not the Lord dividedthe heartsof rhepeople 
and ſtill continues a ſpirit of divifion among chem, that 
they ſhall nor unite,uncifl he come whoſe righe it is rorute 
theſe Nations ? Set up what Governors or Goverment you 
can, with all your turning deviſes, contrive to refiſt your 
true Ke, there is a mere, meze, &c. ordained for p..ver.- 
tion of all your deſignes. The hand writing on che wal! (hall 
ſet you on ſhaking,ſo that all your powers and policys ſhall 
fall and fail, 4 tremor cordwr ſhall poſſefle you, rremblir 
ofiſoul! ſhall cerify you, and God ſhall blaſt all thoſe unjuſt 
enterpriſes, rhat tend tothe refiſtanceof the Krngs reſt io 
rution, withatripledefeate and diſappointment. Accord- 
ing co that of the Propher Ezet.2z 1.25.
